Till] OHOMWELZi AnaUB. , 
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A Gantlet of Fire. 

It is now several years since I was in 
the service of the Hudson's Buy Compa’ny, 
sod living at their trading-station of Hem- 
lock Bend, on the banka of the Great 
Snake River. A wild, desolate spot it 
( was, surrounded by dreary pine forests, 
and yet inoro dreary swamps ; and witb 
its doable cordon of tall stockade, and a 
]‘ swivel gun crowning its central wai'o- 
“’o*® resembling a military post 
^tn a commercial depot. 
f Host lonely wiva our life in that distant 
factory, with the fteree blasts from tlie 
great bay sweeping down upon ns in almost 
polar cold and furious snow-storms during 
mote than half the year ; wliilo our brief 
summer was cheered by no more pleasivnt 
visitants than the nigged voyagers of tlie 
boats which brought our merchandise, and 
the grave Indian hunters who cams to 
ill barter their winter’s take oi fura for our 
I powder, cloth, and brazen ornaments. 

" My range of society was, however, some- 
what greater, for, as assistant-factor, it was 
my duty, during the summer months, to 
d visit our difl'erent out-stations j and not 
only singular were the oharactei-s with 
whom I thus made acquaintance, but wild 
and aometiuies perilous the adventures I 
encountered. 

On one occasion I remember being bound 
to Sandy's Bluff, beyond Loon Lake, one 
of the most distant charges. In tho.se 
thickly wooded regions, the rivers and 
1 creeks form the only highway ; and with 
the usual farewell cheer given and re- 
turned, my Indian crew and I, in onr large 
nor’west c.xnoa, started on our expedition. 
A pleasant mid-summer voyage it promised, 
leading along gentle rivers, bordered by 
young green foliage ; across bright breezy 
lakes, and through the windings of narrow 
creeks, fringed with countless blossoms. 
When night came we drew our light boat 
to land, and, wrapped in our blankets, 
slept soundly beneath its shelter, until day- 
light called us to resume our journey. 

Two and a half days had been thus oc- 
cupied, and the afternoon of the third saw 
U5 entering the right fork, Kaskongshadi, 
or broken water, a stream noted in that 
■( wild country for its ragged gorges of ar- 
rowy rapid. 

But the ready phUosophy of the Indians 
was equal to every exigence as it appeared. 
The light, graceful action with which they 
I wielded the paddles sent onr canoe skim- 
ming along the stream, gradually changing, 
6S the adverse current quickened, into a 
ferce, rapid movement, capable of making 
head against the wild, leaping, foaming 
torrent which surged down on us. 

At length but one more rapid rolled be- 
tween ns and Loon Lake, and a murmur 
i3 of pleasure broke from tbe Indians' lips as 
they saw the broad simlit space beyond. 
But the race was the womt upon our route 
—a very hill of surging waves, crowned 
by a powerful sweep, as the waters of the 
lake rushed over in the twin-forks of the 

* Kaskongshadi ; while, to add to the dilH- 
culties of the ascent, the water was ton 
deep for wading, the banks on either side 

. too abrupt for even Indian feet to scale. 

.j The men, however, had many times be- 
fore ascended this rapid, and they doirbted 
sot of doing so again ; and, dashing tbeir 
paddles into the foaming flood, with every 
nerve strained to the utmost, strongly, 

- eagerly, impetuoirsly, they plied their 
H blades, almost brrrying their slight vessel 
3 ia the white sea of breakers, which seethed 
hr a wild, shrieking tumult round us, and 
almost blinded irs with the cloud.s of spjray 
which dashed full in our faces. 

Ten anxious, arduous minutes, and the 
topmost wave alone remained before us, 
and every hand took a firmer hold, every 
y paddle a longer sweep, for that last mighty 
I) effort. At last tbe steep ascent w.as gained, 
and as the shallop swayed upon its crest, 
the well-known whoop of victo.iy resounded 
through the wilds. But a cry of blank 
dismay quickly followed, os the steers- 
man's paddle, strained by the pressure, 
snapped off above tho blade ; while the 
unguided canoe, yielding to the I'ushing 
current, hroanhed-to on to the watery 
brink. Ere any one could control her, 
she swayed completely round, and passing 
the iuterveniug point of land, shot like an 
arrow into the left fork of the Kaskong- 
thadi, and beg:in to leap down the surging 
breakers and steep cascades of tho com- 
panion rapid to that which we had just s^ 
laboriously asoended. 

Suddenly a new and fearful horror came 
Over us as we swept into the wild descent : 
scarce a rood below us there flashed upon 
Our eyes a gi'east glare of fire, while a sharp, 

0 crackling noisti broke upon the silence. At 
( once wo comprehended the fearful truth, 
j -One of tliose terrific conflagrations wliich, 
lit by a spark from a hunter's rifle, an un- 

* extipgaighed Indian fire, or some other 
0 tavlsl cause, occasionally devastate the 

sua-driod Anjorican wilds, w;is raging in 
our front. It. was an app.alliiig discovery ; 
) snd inst.mtly every pacidle was at work to 
j ky and win oux way back from those 
il^ly proeiotita. ^ut onr boat bad re- 
vived an impetus with whose force no 
) power of ours could cope ; and, despite our 
ij utmost efibrtH, dm still plunged madly on. 

Fearful wia» the scene to which she 
, brought us. Frro oa either side, as the 
Mroe^ element wrapped the lofty forest 
sheebs of Homo ; fire above, os tho 
“’(Kinging bramches joined together in a 
btr/adg arcb j jiay, it seemed even fire 



holow, as the boiling waves which ragod 
around us caught the red rellection, and 
flashed it back in a thousand broken rays. 

Though momentarily overpowered, we 
were not discouraged. Again wa strove 
to stem both flood and impetus ; but nil in 
vain : faster and foster surged the waves 
over tbe bristling rocks, until it bCKims 
evident that all tho last and steepest rajiids 
of tho neighboiu'iag fork were on thii un- 
known atroam united into one long and 
insurmountabla river nice. 

Mcanwliile, on we sped, amid air which 
grew each moment hotter as wa passed 
deeper into tbe burning-region, while the 
flames around us raged with a wilder fury, 
and tho voice of the destroyer eook a more 
threateniug tone. V’ut it was a magnificent 
sight, that (lark primeval forest ablaze with 
one great rolling mass of fire, its mighty 
trees glowing redly auiid the fiery radiance, 
as tho flaming streamci-s wrapped them 
round, its jets of fire leaping high into the 
air, now darkened by night; while the 
rush and roar of those tumultuous flames 
grew well-nigh deafening ; and louder still 
the thunderous reverberations with which, 
at iutorTsla, some forest giant crashed 
down to tho ground, sending up into the 
sky gi’eat clouds of sparks. 

Strange and gorgeous were the various 
hues in which the different trees yielded 
up their summer foliage ; and yet sti'anger, 
when this brief glory had jiassed, was the 
aspect of their tall, gaunt forms, changed 
to flaming pinnacles, or masses of glowing 
embei-s. Every now and then, piercing 
shrieks, which made us shiver, rose above 
the tumult M the flames, telling of wild 
animals overtaken ia their flight, while 
scorched and terrified birds fell thickly 
around us, to die by an easier death. Each 
moment, too, our own fate appeared more 
imminent, as the hot fornace-like air made 
us faint and pant for breath, and our 
strength wither like grass beneath its 
blighting influence ; while, as we passed, 
tho overhanging trees swept their long, 
flaming bouglis across our faces, or strewed 
the stream and us with burning brands; 
and, woi-SB than all, far as the keen-eyed 
red man could penetrate the ruddy haze, 
stretched the fiery gantlet wa were com- 
pelled to run. » 

Never shall I forget what we endured, 
as, with wetted blankets casing both the 
lofty ends of Onr canoe, with similar cover- 
ings wrapped around ourselves — our slight 
but only shield — we swept along that fear- 
ful avenue, our breath more and more 
laboured, our dazzled and fire-scorched eyes 
more dim. Hoiieloss, helpless, and suffer- 
ing, we spisd on to certain death, which 
each prepared to meet as best he might — 
some with the proud stoicism of their race, 
otliere with the Cro&s-.sign taught them 
by the earliest missionaries ; while a pang 
of inex])ressible anguish tor the dear ones 
left desolate in that wild land divided my 
last thoughts. 

It was an interval of unutterable misery, 
passed amid a wild, roaring, leaping rush 
of flames, and a scarce leas wililly leaping 
rush of w.sters. 

■ At length the measure of their endur- 
ance was oomplote, and one by one the 
stricken Indians sank beneath their fiery 
trial : some, it seemed, happily unconscious 
of their dreadful doom ; others moaning 
in tbeir siiffocatiug agony. As my own 
stronger organisation slowiy yielded to tbe 
deadly breath of the over-heated air, and a 
faint, bewildering exhaustion crept over 
mei paralysing every faculty, I closed my 
bleared and aching eyes, as I believed, for 
ever, witb a mnrraured prayer that our 
fiery passage might be short as terrible. 

But when hope had gone, and life had 
almost passed, an overruling Providence 
guided us to safety. Within an hour, that 
nan'ow gorge widened- into a lake-like 
reach, among whose placid waters our canoe 
at length found rest, while the cooling air 
fanning our brows recalled our all but de- 
parted spirits. Thence in safety, and 
deeply thankful for our uiVhoped-for es- 
cape, for two days we watched the progress 
of the forest conflagration ; and on the 
third, when it had passed away, wo bore 
our little bark across the devastated 
country, and remounting successfully the 
right fork of the Kaskongshadi, at length 
reached onr destination. 

But neither time, nor the chances and 
changes of life in the wilds, can banish the 
hminting memory of that most fearful 
night, when my Indlaus and ran that 
gauntlet of fire. 



A steamboat captain on one o{ the American 
lakes was recently feeling his way along in tho 
dark, when the look -oat ahead cried “Schooner 
without a light. ’’ It -was a narrow escape ; and 
as tho steamer passed the schooner, the captain 
dem.saded, “ Wh.at are you doing with your 
schooner here in the dark avithout a light!" To 
his dismay, the skipper, who was a Frenchman, 
answered, "Vat zc dibble you do bore viz your 
sis steamboat in three feet of water, eh ?’’ and 
just then the steamer landed high and dry on a 
aand-b.ank. 

A greenhorn from the country went to a me- 
nagerie to examine the beasts, birds, and creep- 
ing things there congregated, among which an 
our.mg-outang particularly atruck his attention, 
fioveral gentlemen wore conversing about the ani- 
mal, one of whom expressed the opinion that it 
holooged to a lower order of the human species. 
Yokel did not like this idea, and, striding up to 
the gentleman, expressed his contempt for it 
thua, “ Foob ! pooh I he's no more human 
species than I be 1” 



Terrible Tragedy in l^ew York. i 

A terrible tragedyi recalling in some of 
ito features the famous Helen Jewitt nuir- 
der, but invoatod, in addition, witb shadows 
of dark mystery, occurred at CS Elizabeth- 
streut, New York, on the evening of the 
2nd January, at a house of a-ssignation, 
kept by JIra Beck. Among tbs visitors 
to tho occupants of tho back-room, every 
Sabbath afternoon for the past fivo months, 
have been an unknown gentleman and a 
closoly-veiled lady. Nothing was known 
of tko parties by Mrs Beck, except that 
the man engaged tho room every provions 
Saturday, and that the mystcriona woman, 
whose face sho had never Been, met him at 
the usual time. Last evening, at half-post 
six o’clock, pistol shots were heard in tho 
chain ber, Mrs Beck and a policeman 

hastily broke in the door, and found the 
man lying on the floor insensible, with a 
pistol-shot through the right temple. His 
companion, a handsome and apparently a 
refined ami intelligent lady, was lying near 
him, with a ghastly wound in the left 
temple. The lovers were taken to the 
Bellevue Hospital, where they died shortly 
afterwards, without speaking a word to 
clear up the mystery. On the following 
day fresh developments were made, from 
which it was evident tliat the cause of 
murder and suicide was fear upon the part 
of the rmudeved man that ho would soon 
be deprived of the means of continuing his 
intimacy with his victim. The parties 
were school teachers in Brooklyn, the nian 
Bauman acting as principal of the s-ume 
school in which Miss M'Namara or Mrs 
Allemargo was assistant. Bauman has a 
wife living, who informed a reporter tluit 
her husband was a good man until the 
schoolmistress won his affections from her. 
Mrs Allemargo was the divoreed wife of a 
dissolute Spaniard, At the coroner’s in- 
quest, the sister of Mrs Allemargo, and 
Mrs Beck, the keeper of the assignation 
den, and the police officer who broke in 
the door- of the fatal chamber, were exa- 
mined. The Tcrdiet of the juiy was in 
accordance with the facts, and the body of 
Mrs Allemargo was delivered to her rela- 
tives for interment. That of the murderer 
and suicide lies rotting at the morgue, as 
no one has come forward to claim it. 



The Fenians in America. 

A correspondent describes the Fenians in 
America as divided into three sections. 
The first, he says, is ruled by two tailors, 
who, having failed in their special line of 
business, have taken to politics. “The 
second section ia headed, led, drilled, or- 
ganised, and occasionally blackguarded — 
when he happens to be sober — by Mr John 
O’AIahony, Mr O’Mahony is a native of 
Cavrick-on-Suir, a small town distant about 
twelve miles from Clonmel. Of bis patriot- 
ism no one can, or dare, entertain a doubt. 
In '48 he managed to steid a baker’s bag, 
and, disguised in that congenial apparel, to 
escape the authorities. Reaching A inerica, 
he entered the New York police, and did a 
thriving business with tbe thieves of that 
“abominable city,’’ who offered on his re- 
tirement into politics to present him with a 
testimonial, wliich, however, he modestly 
declined. He afterwards fell iu with 
Mr James Stephens, and between them 
they “ founded the Fenian organisation." 
They robbed and plundered right and left. 
Mr O’Maliony hired a mansion wherein he 
smoked his legs daily on the mantelpiece, 
and grew eloquent over the liberation of 
Ireland and the Southern blacks. People 
believed he was sincere, and gave him 
bushels of dollars, picked up his bonds by 
tho basketful, and declared him the subli- 
mated essence of a patriot. Yet be came 
to grief, and was eventually . declared a 
swindler. • At present he edits — and, I 
believe, owns — a newspaper known as the 
Irwh People, He writes his articles in a 
military cloak, and honestly divides his 
attention to literature with blasiihemy and 
Bourbon whisky." — The third party ia 
rather a dangerous one. Its adherents, 
the writer under notice asserts, number in 
America alone between 150,000 to 200,000 
fighting men. “They are well trained, 
intelligent, and doggedly silent.” Their 
chief is thua desoribecl : — “ He is n hard- 
faced man, with a large nose— the organ 
upon which Napoleon (lepended so much, 
and so vflsely, too. Of his capacity there 
could be no mistake, judging from the 
keen glances of his eye, his moderato but 
firm language, his avoidance of all boast, 
his soldierly abstention from pretension. 
That man leads the Irish people ia Ame- 
rica, and they will follow him, whenever 
he wishes fo lead to the bitter death.” 



At the recent meeting of the Commerci.al 
Bank shareholders in Molljourne, the chair- 
man of tlie Directors in reply to a question 
by a shareholder why Mr Draper, who de- 
frauded the bank, wasappointed accountant, 
replied, “ At the timo the appointment 
was made only one other man amongst the 
applicants was considered suitable for tbe 
post.

Tho CEoumenloal Counoil at Roma 

. At tho sitting on January C, the cere- 
mony of the Prefresion of Faith was fir^t 
gone through by the Pope, who made it 
iu his own name. It was then road by 
Father Fabriano iu the name of tho other 
Fathers, each of wl|oin took the oath in 
liis own language on the Gospel. Tlio 
Pope then bestowed bis benediction. The 
Bishop of Panama ia dead. Four Fathers 
liavo died since tlio opening of the (Ecu- 
menical Oounoil, At the end of the Coun- 
cil a grand funeral service will b« given in 
memory of tliose who died during its sitting, 
and the Pope will erect a cenotaph to 
their memory. In the congregation 
of the Council held on the 14tli of Jaim- 
uary, the Senior Legate complained that 
the Fathers did not sufficiently observe 
the rule of secrecy, and that their speeches 
in the Council were too long. More than 
300 of the Fathers of the Council have at 
last refused to sign the petition which de- 
clares the definition of the dograa of tho 
Pope’s Personal Infallibility opportune. 
Several othera have postponed their replies. 
Those Fathers who are opposed to the de- 
finition have resolved to present a counter- 
petition, in case the question should be 
referred to the Council. It is believed 
that the project will not obtain the moral 
unanimity required by the Pope. The 
Roman correspondent of the Berlin Post 
writes ; — “ The German Bishops have re- 
solved to present an address to the Pope, 
in which they protest against the regula- 
tions imposed upon the Council, and claim 
a right to make independent motions. 
They consider it intolerable that two com- 
missions should have the right to examine, 
revise, change, and mutilate as they please 
every wish and proposal before it cau be 
discussed.” The Council has atti-aoted to 
Rome not only prelates, but ladies from 
all countries. ’These last are tbe most 
persevering when they can reach the Pope. 
At a public audience, in came an American 
lady. She got an armful of rosaries blessed 
“ Is that all 1” said tho chief of Catholicity, 
patiently. “ Your photograph, holy father, 
I beg.” Here it is. “ What more do you 
want?” “ Your name at the foot of tho 
carte." Pious IX. hesitated. He did not 
like it ; but the spirit of sacrifice came to 
his aid : he resigned himself, and signed 
the card. “ Have you any other favor to 
ask?” “Holy father, give me the pen 
with which you wrote your autograph." 
This time the excellent old man lost all 
patience. “Here, madam, take the pen- 
holder, and — take the inkstand also.” The 
American lady wrapped up all in an old 
newspaper, opened her travelling bag, put 
in the spoil, and departed with a tow 
curtsey. 



A Soldier Gagged to Death. 

The Halifax papers report an iuquest, 
before Coroner Jennings, held to enquire 
into tbe death of James White, a soldier 
of the 16th Regiment, who died in the 
guard-room of the Wellington 'Barracks 
on December 18. Tho evidence exhibited 
the moat brutal treatment towards the de- 
ceased on the part of the men on guard. 
The deceased was arrested for driiukenness, 
taken to the guard-room, and placed in the 
cells. Here they firat of all tied his hands 
behind him; then fiiatened his feet to- 
gether, and, drawing them backwards, 
fa-stened them to bis hands ; then they put 
a repo w Aij -foOMt/i, and passed the ends 
over his sliouldei's, drew them tight, and 
tied them to his hands and feet, so that 
the poor fellow's hands, feet, and head 
were drawn to one point on his back. In 
this position he was left until death re- 
lieved him of the intense sufferings which 
he must hare endured. The doctor who 
made a post snortem examination testified 
that doi' th was caused by suffocation. The 
jury, after hearing all tho evidence, renderd 
the following- verdict : — “ That tho de- 
ceased, James White, caniu to his death 
while confined in the cells of the IVelling- 
ton Barracks guaRl-rnom, as a pinsoner, by 
being gagged and tied by a TOi>e in the 
hands of Lance- Corporal Stowe, and 
Privates Groomes and Wynds, 1st Batta- 
lion ICtli Regiment, while acting under 
the orders of Sergeant William Stevens, of 
the same regiment.” After tho verdict 
was given tbe men named therein an hav- 
ing caused White’s death -were handed 
over to the civil authorities, and lodged iu 
gaol.

During the CluLstinas festivities, a ball 
was held in one of the halls of the city of 
Pittsburgh, at wliich a large number of 
young folks were In attendance Among 
the attractions of tho evening was a prize, 
a gold' ring, offered to the lady who should 
out-w.altz all . competitors.

to tho other couple, who kept the floor. 
Then came a summing np of damages. Tlio 
two contesting girls were nigher death than 
life, and hud to be conveyed to their homes, 
together with their partners, who were as 
badly used up, in eai'i'iagea ; and all have 
since been in a precarious, condition and 
under medical treatment. The girls hod 
to have .their shoes cut from theii- feet, and 
their limbs were swollen to an enormous 
size. The young men will hardly recover, 
and the musicians suffered terribly, and > 
will never again play at a terpsiclioraan 
contest. So much for foolLshness.

The English mails vid Sues; leave Dun- 
edin about the 13i)h inat., and those vid Califor- 
nia on o^bout the 27th inst. 

Thatcher, the inimitable, who has lately , 
been amusing crowded houses in Dunedin and : 
several of the provincial towns, with his pungent 
local songs, appears in Kidd’s Hall to-night, and 
to-morrow (Thursday). Cromwell will be a fer- 
tile field for the display of his powers, aad our 
*‘two Mayors” arid the belligerent (Jouncillors 
will no doubt come in for the lion’s share of his 
attention. .Mr J. Small (the ** Unfortunate i 
Mari’), Mr DauieJs, a baritone singer, and Mr 
Sykes, pianist, accompany Mr TEatcher. 

Early on Monday moming the residents 
ou the Camp hill 'wore st«artled by 9 tremendous 
crashing noise, which wakened them out of 
pleasant dreams, aud on rushing to their doors, 
en deshabille, to ascertain the cause, they found 
that several immense masses of rock, each many 
tons in weight, had become detached from the 
hill-side on the opposite honk of the Molyneux, 
and were rolling down to the river.

TRIAL 0RUSHINO3 AT 1?HB 
AURORA C0.’S BATTBRY. 

At the meeting of aharoholdera held At 
Loguntown on Thui-aday Ifwt, the Aurora 
Cumpany at once coneented to the request 
of several owners of suri*oiimling claims 
to be allowed a trial crushing before the 
winter's frost curtails the water. The 
Company have plenty of stone of their 
own. to put through the mill, and the 
^'.'>hoIders deserve much praise for de> 
|h4ng their own work to oblige the pub- 
^ and enable claimholders to test the 
quality of thoir stone. The majority of 
tliem (old miners) reauiily understand the 
esse of the industrious, hard-working 
niiU who has plenty of golden stone, yet, 
without any means of crushing, is unable 
to proceed with his 'business. So that 
without the red tape routine of Govern- 
ment, the different claims on the several 
lines of reef are, by the magnanimity of 
the Aurora Company, in a fair way of be- 
iug tested immediately. The weather has 
also been propitious, rain, having continued 
to fall from Friday night until the Mon* 
day tnoming following ; and there is now 
sufficient water to drive the additional 
five stamp heads. The whole ten are now 
tnidy, and are expected to be in full play 
before the end of the week ; so that share- 
holders in straitened circumstances will 
not be compelled to abandon their claims,

DEPUTATION PROM THE PRES- 
BYTERY OP OLUTHA. 

The CromwoU Church Committee met on the 
evening of Thursday last, to confor with the 
Rev. Dr Copland, ofTuapeka, and the Rev. Mr 
Telford, of Teviot, who had been appointed ae a 
deputation from the Presbytery of Ciutha (under 
iuetructiona from the Synod of Otagu and South- 
land), to visit Cromwell and inquire into the 
working of Church afi'aire in the diatricL The 
members of Committee present were Messrs 
Mockellar, Freehaw (in the chair), Marsh, Fraer, 
Wright, and Beohio, The Deputation having 
been introduced to the Committee, 

Dr Copland explained the object of their visit, 
and also stated that it had some reference to the 
relation in which the Bev. Mr Drake stood to 
the Synod. Two years since, application bad 
' been made to the (Jlutfaa Preahytery by the 
Cromwell Church Committee for ministerial 
supply. In accordauce with that applications 
the Rev. Mr Drake was sent to Cromwell ; and 
somo time afterwards, as his services worn ac* 
ceptahle, an application was made for his indue, 
tion as minlater of the district. The Freabytery, 
after consideration, sent a reply to the request, 
stating that they were willing to make Crorn* 
well a sanctioned charge, but that Mr Drake's 
footing did not admit of their taldng steps fo’- 
his induction. Mr Drake’s position was this 
he had been- received by the Synod as a minister 
wham the Presbytery might employ, but nob as 
a regular probationer. Since that period no 
communication had taken place between the 
Committee and the Presbytery ; and as the 
Synod considered this an unsatisfactory state of 
a^airs, they thought the best plan would be to 
Bond a deputation to visit the district, meet Mr 
Drake and the Committee, and ascertain the 
views of the congregation. The Extension Com* 
niittee of the Synod had employed Mr Drake, 
but not as a regular probationer, an.d the Synod 
had not seen fit to alter his position. Tho prac* 
tical point at issue was, Were the Committee 
agreeable that Mr Drake should continue to 
labour under the auspices of the Presbyterian 
Church, as at present f He might state that if 
the congregation chose to retain Mr Drake as a 
labourer of tho Synod, they came under the 
jnrisdictioa of the Presbytery of the bounds, 
and were entitled to the privileges enjoyed by 
other Presbyterian congregations in the Province 
— one of those privileges being tho erection by 
the Sjmod of a suitable residence for their 
minister. He recognised the fact that the Com- 
mittee had desired to have Mr Drake associated 
with the Synod y but the Synod was nnablc to 
place Mr Drake on that foe ting, owing to his 
not having gone through the regular course of 
studies required by the Church. The Deputa- 
tion therefore wished to know if the congrega- 
tion desired to be associated with the Presby* 
tery of the bounds, and also if they desired to 
retain the services of Mr Drake. Perhaps Mr. 
Telford would like to say Bometbing on the 
matter. 

The Rev. Mr Telford could not say anything 
in addition to the observations Dr Copland had 
made. The district had his best wishes ; and 
he hoped the Deputation would be able to elicit 
and to give infonnation which would be for the 
good of the congregation and the district gene- 
rally. At present he could not say anything 
further, but no doubt during the course of the 
evening he would have a few remarks to oiler. 

■ Mr Mackellar : Dr Copland, there ie one 
question I should like to ask you. You are 
evidently aware of a memorial having been sent 
to the Synod, asking to have the district de- 
clared a sanctioned cbai^c, and also requesting 
that the Bev. Mr Drake be inducted as minister. 
Were you aware that a letter wu eubsequcntly 
sent to the S>mod withdravvlng that memorial ? 

Dr Copland said that he did not recollect the 
letter, os he had not seen it but he remembered 
that such a letter was brought before the Synod. 
There was some ambiguity about it. If he re* 
membered rightly, it was to the edect that the 
prayer of the memorial be withdrawn ; but os 
tho memorial contained two distloct requests — 
one that the district be declared a sanctioned 
charge, and the other that the Bev. Mr Drake 
be inducted ae minister — it was not considered 
advisable to doal with it. He remembered efler- 
iog to telegraph about it, but it was considered 
unnecessary. 

Mr Mackellar at that time understood that the 
Rev. Mr Ross (to whom the letter had been 
entrusted) was the proper person to apply to for 
information, and the most ready means of bring* 
ing any znatter before the Synod, being the 
miniater in charge of the district. 

Dr Copland said that Mr Macksllor was par* 
fectly right in his supposition. Mr Rosa bad, 
however, only been in attemUnce at the meeting 
of Synod a day or two, and had then left for 
Melbourne. He had handed the letter to another 
member of the Synod for presentation, and it 
was owing to the former gentleman's absence 
and the consequent wont of information on the 
subject, that the matter had been left os it was. 

Mr Mackellar also brought before the notice 
of the deputation a report of the proceedings of 
Synod at the time of its sitting which appeared 
in the Daily Timu, and in which cortain charges 
were made against the Committee. These charges ' 
were clearly shown by Dr Copland and Mr Tel- ; 
ford to have reference to the Church Exteosion 
Committee of the Synod, and not to the Crom- 
well Committee at alL Dr Copland further 
stated that the deputation had hot come to make 
any charges against the Conimitteo; or to lay 
any blame at their door. They simply wiahod 
to know if it was the desire of the ctpgregation 
to stand on tho same footing with the Synod ae 
other Presbyterian congregations, and also if it 
was their wish to have the services of Mr Drake 
08 hitherto. .* 

Mr Mackellar did not wish to be pertvaaclous 
in the matter, but he had a deoire to clear tba 
Committee from all blame in connection with 
the misunderataadiog which had existed between

"When the 
paper tofttaining the poem catne out ' on 
Monday morning, . the body of the victim 
had not received but'ial, I’lie atten* 
tion of Thomas JBuchanan Bead, one of 
the finest American poet^, was soon directed 
to the newly-publiahed lines ; he was so 
taken with -their stirring pathos, that ho 
immediately followed the corpse to its final 
testing place.

A Pasha and His Harem.. 

Tiro most illustrious and important of 
the paasongora on board the Minioli (writes 
a corresipondout of tho Dally Teleijraph) is 
a pasha, who is escorting his harern from 
Constantiaoplo to Aloxandi'r. Of the 
eight aaioous, the doors of which open upon 
narrow Cabin, six are cecupioJ by the pasha 
aiid his family — or, to speak more accu- 
rately, his families, for they are many. 
The Irishman, when ho was carried in a 
sedan chair with no bottom to it, remarked 
that but for the honor of the thing he might 
aa well have walked. I miglit almost say 
tliat, though I have fite privilege of a berth 
in a separate saloon, I miglit as well, but 
fo.r the honour of the thing, have been an 
inmate cf the pasha’s harem. As I sit in 
the cabin writing, the door of each of the 
various saloons opens in turii) arid, with 
the utmost wish not to see, I cannot 
help becoming acquainted with the most 
intimate details of the inner life of tho 
seraglio. In every pantoihima tliere is a 
stock scene in which a house is shown 
upon the stage with any number of dooi's 
in the facade, and as fast as one shuts an- 
other opens I often fancy tliat I am tlio 
solitary spectator of a pantomime in which 
clown and columbine, harlequin and pah- 
taloou, Jiave attired themselves a In Turque 
for my special entertainment. The efen- 
7?idtis perHonte, as far ns I havo been able 
to giusp the plot of the pi ly are aa fol- 
lows ; — 

The chief actor, manager, and director is 
the pasha himself I don’t think I ever 
saw a man so fat for his height, or so shoi-t 
in Stature Air his girth. When he is en 
(lisIiMbilte, he looks for all the world like 
one of tlie Chinese mandarin figures which 
ai-e placed upon chimney pieces, and nod 
perpetually. A.ttired in a chintz bedgown, 
festooned iTOlud his waist — or what was 
once bis waist — ^witli a red sash, the lower 
half of his round figure is twice tlie bulk 
of bis upper. When in full attire, lie 
I wears a green robe lined vvitli fur, a green 
I turlmn, and a diamond ring with a stone 
so large that I cannot but doubt its 
genuineness. His face would ba handsome 
if it were not ad distended with fat ; his 
eyes are bright, his skin white; sneh I 
should que.sbion whether, unwieldy ns he 
is, he is mucli over forty. 1 [e looks iiitelU- 
gent, and as good-humored as a man well 
ran, he .who lives a quiet life and is worried 
all day long by any number of wives. Tliey 
toll me on tlie bo.at that lie has four legiti- 
mate spouses ; but, bo.side tlieni, what witli 
concubiuBS, slaves, and servants, he has at 
least a- dozen women wlio havo a vesied 
right to his atteution. The four wives— 
the lawful ones, I mem — .are of various 
ages, Tliere is an old wrinkled beUiame, 
who has a ■ cracked voice and a terrible 
tongue, and who spends her time trotting 
about with her ve 1 all awry over her fare, 
chattering perpetually, and scolding every- 
body she comes across, The second wife 
is a woman well o» towards forty, with a 
face already .assuming the nutcracker 
shape, and with a sharp, sour look, which 
years are sure to develop. Wife number 
three is a ditrk, sallow biamette, with hold 
tiashing eyes, and the look of a woman able 
to hold her o^¥n in any position in which 
slie may be placed : while the bettor l.a'f 
. — or better eiglitli, I suppose I should say 
—number four, is ayomig. sprightly, dark- 
eyed damsel of nineteen or twenty, who 
wears lavender kid gloves with four but- 
tons, and has a ivliite silk par.asol lined 
with black lace, and a Veil so tightly bound 
round her straw sailor hat that yon migiit 
take her for a Eurojieaa lady. Each of 
these four dames has her own separate 
suite of-servants, and most of them have 
cliildn'.n and nur.sos, although to whom the 
families belong I have not been able to 
discover. There are two pretty fair chil- 
dren— a hoy and a girl— of whom the 
|)asha is extremely fond. . He is always 
feeding them witli Ciikes, sweets, and 
fruit, and they haa-e thoir ab.ido in the 
largest saloon, where there is also a baby 
in arms. But, , besides, there is a little 
dark boy, somewhat older, to whom no- 
body pays ■ much attention, .and who is 
more or less in everybody’s w.iy, and who 
ovincos a diapo-sition to be friendly with 
the Giiiour which is not to be observed in 
more favoured playmates. It is very easy 
to guess that he is the Tshraaol of the 
household, though who is the Hagav I can- 
not tell; It may bo the pretty soft-eyed 
woman I scimetiine.s catch a glimpse of 
peeping through tlio chinks of the door- 
way, and who, for somo reason or other, 
never appears on deck. But this is siir 
ihise only-. Thc.ro are any immher of fe- 
male servants — one of tllem being a tall 
nogross, dressed in white ; tho others ars 
the women who aro pcrpotually trotting 
from one saloon to another, and whose fea- 
tures can scarcnly bo seen under their blue 
cotton shawls, avhich they keep clo-se folded 
over their faces. Tlie servioa betwooii the 
hurein and tlio outer world is ' conducted 
by three body servants. Tlie highest in 
dignity is a bl:ick eumid'i — Vm-y tall, and 
hideously Ugly, with protruding uiidor 
jaw, a nose flattened to his face, and im- 
raenso blubber Ups, who spends his time 
perpetually in one saloon or another, but 
only waits upon the ladies, in the way of 
bringing food or lighting tlieir pipes, ' as a 
matter of favour and condesceilsion. Next 
in rank comes a good-looking young fel- 
low, with a trim nJoii-stnclie, who acts as a 
sort of miijor domo and valet to' tho pasha, 
who is on die best of terms with the ladies, 



and la always talking with thorn through 
tho doors, and fotching and carrying for 
thorn, though he nover enters tho snlooiu 
—at le;ist, when anybody is lookirtg,' And 
last, not least, there is a WrOtchod little 
aornb, of any ago between tell and twenty, 
a sort of Turkiali " Siilike,” wlio acts aa 
ntii-Seinaid to all the children, is bullied 
by the mii'ses, cuffed; hy the eu.nuoli, land 
run off his logs by everybody, till I wonder 
sometimes that he does not make a liola 
in the water, and betake himself to s better 
world. Possibly on shore his life is not 
so hard as it is on board ship, whore 
all Ills in istressos are cross, , bored, liud oiit 
of tomjier.' I llope so, at any rate; for 
the eredit of human nature. But, even 
with the assistance of his male attendants, 
the life of the pasha is by no means'- an 
easy one. There is always soMotliing goi 
ing wrong in some one of the cabins, and 
the podgy little man has to putf down from 
tha deck scorns of times during the day to 
set things right below stalls. Tlio stewnrd 
tells me that during all his voyages in tho 
Levant he has never travelled with a party 
of Turkish ladies who were quieter well 
beliaV-eiL Rely upon it, the days are not 
always halcyoii days even for a pasha of 
many tails. All through the morning the 
cabin is in a state of perpetual worry and 
confusion. Some article of toilet is wanted, 
or an excursion has to be made to some^ 
holy else's cabin, or tile pipe has gone out, 
or the beds have to be made, or the con- 
tents of the water jUg is exhausted, or the 
h-eakfast has not appeared in due. order, 
or tho children ai'e crying ; and for one 
0 luse or another there is a perpetual' rap- 
phig at tha doOi-s, a jlbbering and rustling 
all the midday hours. ’Thern is an end to 
ererytliing, even to a scohling -woman’s 
tongno ; towards midday, When the heat 
is stifling, , there is a sort of siesta On board 
the boat ; and when the noonday sleep is 
over, the pasha quits the saloon where the 
chief vyives are .as-sembled, and comes forth 
in the glory of his green robes and turban, 
has his narghile brought up on deck, 
and smokes placidly. ' Then after a little 
time ,the ladies of the harem coma up, 
escorted by servants, laden with folds ami 
shawls ; and, after much arranging and 
re-arranging of pillows and cushions, they, 
too, seat themselves apflrt in a sort of 
circle, within the range of the pasha’s eyes, 
and Smoko cigarettes, or even chibouks,, 
and drink coffee, and use their eyes freely.

The answer, 
139,837,440, was given in a few seconds 



FatalRailway OoUision inPerthahira. 

It would appear from the particulare 
which have been collected, that the train 
which left Glasgow on the 31st December 
about lialf-past six o’clock inul several de- 
tentions between Glasgow and 'P'organ- 
denny, at wliich place it arriv‘od three 
hours behind time, A stand of a few 
minutes was here made, and it is alleged 
by the pas-sengera that the danger signal 
was not put up to guard the carriages; 
While tlie train was standing at Forgan- 
deimy the limited mail from tha south 
erme up and ran into tho rear part of it, 
driving four carriages right on the top of 
eaoli other, and smashing them to atoms. 
Two piusengcrs were killed. One of these 
i.s a young man named Doig, a Carpenter, 
living in H tindoe. The other man’s name 
has not been ascertained. Many pei'sons 
have been injured, amongst them being 
several women and two clnldieu, wliose 
logs were broken; One woman had her 
face ooinplctoly split open. All the dead 
and injured were brought to Perth and 
placed in the refreshment rooms. It was 
a work of the greatw-it difiicnlty to eitri- 
Ciite the p.issengers— some of the car.ii.igea 
having to be smashed before their living 
freight could bo relo;iso:l. One poor follow, 
suffering greatly, repeatedly implored that 
ha might be killed while tho exertiins to 
reseno Iiim were being made, .Mr Robert 
Gray, a young gentleman from Glasgow, 
impatient at the delay ciiusa l by the re- 
pair of the couplings, walked out on the 
platform, and saw the mail train approach- 
ing; Su.specting tliere would be an iicoi- 
dent, he had just time td pull his brother 
out of the centre carriage and rush b.ick 
from the train, when t'le collision . took 
place. The centre carriago wa.4 tile oilo 
on which the rear carriages wore piled, and 
in it nlost ot the pa.ssengers.wero injured. 
The tw# men were killed in the carriage 
next this one. 



Coolie Slavery in thd Paciflo. 

(Amtrala^inn.) 

In the last nnmbor of tlio Atidmlasiail 
we described tliq mutiny and suieido Of 
upwards of 200. coolie.s. Since tlioii, in- 
tolUgbiioe lias reached us from San Fran- 
cisco cbutirhlalrtry of ths story. In further 
illustration of the hriltality . to which the 
coolies are subjected, sU FrtgUshirtaii and 
his wife, who have recently arrived in 
California, have furnished tho Ideal oili'res- 
poiulent of tliO Aew York World with the , 
following statement 

’ ' Tn'l804,’ dt London, he’; engaged with 
tile agents of the Tahiti Cotton and Coffee 
Company (limited), to go to Tahiti for tlm 
terul of five'.yesrs as Q.v^fseer of coolids on 
tlieir plantation. He ntijl his wife svere 
furnished ^with free passages, and they 
I were assured titilt on the plantatioil they 
! would find '-a house for' tlieir roeeption, 
fiiniished with everything that a family 
could require fdfl comfort, convcilience, 
and subsistence, They sailed, and in due 
time reached ’faliiti. OU their arrival the 
manager of the cgmpaUy and Ilia corps of 
atton lants and flunkeys met them at the 
wharf, but he did not speak to any of tho 
party, or allow. them to hold iuy intor- 
conree with ; those ])revioitsly employed, 
They went to tlie plantation, and were re- 
ceived there in a similar manner, and in 
*their house found only a bare bedstead and 
two stools. Ilia avife W.is ill, and botli of 
thorn Were hungry.' ' He ajlplicd te hir 
Jame,s, a storekeeper, for smiia food and 
wine for his wife, and he a-iid he would 
see the manager, Tiie, manager, refused 
'their request, and. iluriilg the day they 
wore unable to procure other food than a 
small piece of r.iw pork. His first duty 
was to overseo a gang of coolies id tho 
cotton-gin shop. ' He fouml them all eiibi- 
clated, .md many suffering greatly from 
wounds, bruises, and loatlisomo ulCer.s. 
Still they worked patiently, aad out of 
pity lie neglected to urge them With the 
orange club Which had been placed iu his 
band. The next day tlie mauagci Came 
to him and complained tliat be liad not 
beaten any of the people, and when he 
sug,g&sted that it was not neces.s,iry, the 
man fell into a towering rage, and threat- 
ened to take him before the tribilnal of 
Papetee, an institution before which all 
the managers and bosses in the island imny 
enforce their threats ot orJersi ■ On the 
following day, he was sent into the field 
without his breakfast, and he bad no food 
till night. He remained as ovcr.seCr in 
the field about four uiontliSj and theil the 
manager having failed to convince him 
that lie ouglit to m.-iltreat the coolies, took 
him, out of the field and made him a avatch- 
man, hi.s business being to ride on the out- 
slile of the plantation to prevent escapes. 
There avere about 1400 coolies ou it, and 
tlie farm Was about four miles square. 
They were treated with the utmost cruelty 
by nil tlie other overseers, and necordiiig 
to The ferocity ouC of these Wretches cobld 
display was the meuBiiro of his faitor with 
the man.ager. 

One day, out of nlCrO C.npriee, the mana‘ 
ger made our informant a prisoner in his '• 
Own house, nitd kei>t liim tliere for five 
days. In addition to that he deducted 
ladol. Ific. from his pay. Last Cllristulas, 
he met with two or three of the “disciples” 
of the luanuger. They were drmikj saluted 
him, and he returned the salutation. The 
manager saw it, asked him how he dared 
to speak to one of his nlen, aud sent lliin a 
prisoner again for five days, When the 
terra w;is nearly out, he did something 
which displeased the rrianager, and tile 
latter gave him his clioice togd to Paiictee, 
or have his a.greeinent cancellud and leave 
tho island. • He was glad to take the latter 
alternative at almost any cost, signed the 
cancellation, and, With his wifiq embarked 
for this port, where he arrived only a few 
days since. 

Other men enlploycd on the place were 
leas fortuuate in their relations with the 1 
manager. 

A man named Mahood, of London, bro- 
ther of a jeweller in Oxford-street, was the 
object of his tyvantlyj aiid was sent. With 
scarcely a moiileut’s iiotioO, to the tribunal 
of Papetcp, accompanied by hiS Sick wife. 
There he was abused and nearly starved ; 
they are there yet in a destitute condition, 
Ononeoccasion Mallood drank some brandy 
in the hospital : he did so again, and w.is 
almost fatally poisoned ; and once he was 
sent to prison by the “Tribunal for the 
term of one year, for some trivi.il ofi'unce, 

John BiWo, an Irishman, was ovorsec- 
iug some coolies who were picking cotton 
for tlie P.iris Exposition.' As he did not 
beat them, he was abused, und finally, by 
order of the man igcr, he w.i8 pluced in 
irons, and kept in that pCsition till he be- 
oilrae a I'aving maniac. He w-.is then sent 
to P.lpetcfi, and his-wife, Who was cnae/ilc. 
iiccomp.inied him. She was told that they 
would bo sent to Eiighlrtd, hut, iustcad, 
they wore put oil board a ve.sacl and Sent 
to Auckland. 

^lartin Hennessy, who has a wife and 
cliild living lu this ciiy, bccime one day 
slightly intoxicated, ' Ho w.v5 ivoiiod, and 
Jlftcrwaris driven along the road by two 
men, who beat him fUriously with orange- 
wood clubs. 

Thomas Kirnian and his wife were 
biuished to Auckland for smie trivial 
fault of his, and were sent off penniless. 

The coolies are not permittod to return 
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to China or India when their original 
terms of service expire. They are itiiluoe.l 
to extend thoui by mnthods of wliieh tli'J 
fallowing lira it type ;— A few nioiilM 
since a largd inlirther Of tlio cxjolics w-ei'i! 
eittitliiil to ireturn to their humus by thS 
expiaftioir df their terms, hot the mell 
were iii dcbl (us iS griiiur.dly the CiVm) tO 
the cnifipaity. ’I'hcii' wivds however, pus* 
sesaed of itiore indepondCricC; and timi of 
remaining longer lliS sluve.s of hciistjy 
lecherous ovei'sCers, niilstered In frent of 
tlio store and deniimded their libertvi 
The tyVa'Tit aeill' Wert who drove tlie'nl 
like slicep into a close qirisdii 10ft wide 
anil .i |ft lung, ’f'he air was close anil 
stilling. They iiiid ileithar food nor water. 
At intervals one of tho “ pets” Of tlnl 
miiua.ger would enter the den bearing a 
heavy cliiH, and with that ho .would beat 
tbein right. and left till miiiiy of tho help* 
less wonlen lily bleeding and almost dead 
it bis feet, For tlireo whole days anil 
nights they w’cro kept shut lip in the 
dreadfiit place, without a luoi'-ael of food) 
am) only occasionally a di'0]i of water! 
SoitiO becilme delirimls, and all were So 
weak and stiipiil that they scurcelj' moved 
under tho desoondingd'itb of tho iiiiacreant 
bverseei-s, On the nlorning of tliofoiirtll 
day they all “ promised voluntarily” to 
reinain. on the plantation another term, 
and were then drugged out and luirsed, 
til I, I ike be.rtst8, they could be driven td tlici r 
appointed tasks. . The men are often 
“ persuaded” in a sinnlur ni.ann.pr, but tho 
lisiiat eofirsB aVas to keep them constantly 
in debt to the plantation owners. 

On this plantation the coolies are allowed 
only .one nleal per day, and that Is given 
at evening, Hor-sOs are fed td them, and 
pigs and other animals which die of diseaso 
are saved and served out to these miseiMhle 
wrefollo.s for food.^ Several times hor.se- 
ilesii avas set before the Europeaus on 
the plantation, bul the;.- refused to partake. 
Everything po.ssihla is done to keep the 
cOolie.s in a condition of abject servitude, 
and our informant say.s no pen can ade 
qilriloly portrtray the scenes of suffering, 
.misery, 'starvation, and biitollery which hd 
ivitnesscil .at_diffarcnt times during his 
residence at Tahiti. Murders are ot fre- 
quent oconiTence on all the plantations, 
and the condition df Eiiropsans and Coblicd 
alike is deplorable in every rOspect., 

The whole biisirtess of procaring coolies 
is in the hands of ship-dwnere, who employ 
agOntS to go abmlt iu opium and gambling*. 
lioiisekSrtd pick put such as are in debt;' 
thoy advance a small siml, the men iird 
))!aced oil !l dirty old junk, aad wheu the 
cargo is full, the ship takes them ofl' and 
sails with them to the field of their labors. 

These wrotebed people do not generally 
know tlie length of . the voyage nor of th’e 
privations and cruelty td which they ard 
sure to be subjected, lliiudreds of them 
get home-sick and cOmniit sitieide, and 
others, packed into the vcSsol without 
sufficient air' and exercise, expire during 
the voyage. Those, who survive are sold 
to the highiBt bidder for a nominal _tentt 
of yeiirs) and in some ciises as high 280doh 
is paid per , head for them. At the end 
of the Borvicathey find themselves indoht 
to the owners of the phiiitutioiii and rrusfi 
reinairl, being in this way subject to per* 
petiul slavery. 

. In these remote phides, shut off from all 
hut occasional iiitorcoiirso with the rest of 
the civilised world, have sprung iqi a cla.ss 
uf island tyrants who, in the capacity of 
ageiUs .arid siiperintendcn‘3 of meh anti 
oorjioi'ations, set at defiance every princi- 
ple of justice and iiicrcy, ari l lord it over 
tile plantations with a rigor and ferocity of 
which Christians would seem incapable. 



A Horrible Story. 

The Colongd Gazette relates a hoiTiil 
story .15 enacted at Schriernc iu the govern* 
ment of Foseii. ' A country girl, living 
not far fi'oui that place, had received hei' 
inheritance of 300 thalers from the author- 
ities there. On her return home she 
spent the night at n village ; h.aving iiO 
acquaintiuics thofa, sliC took rcfitgo in the 
liouse of the vilhagd jilstice, to ivllom ill 
virtue of his position, she g.ive lier whole 
coufidenoe, and informed liin'l of the ohjeef 
of her journey; Ho wmi ready to tike 
lidt in, and -advised her to go to bed with 
Ills wife. SVlion all lay in a deep sloo]), 
the covetous host got up, went into the 
garden and dilg a hole tliere. He tlieii 
took .a sharp knife, went up to' the hod 
avhere the two were asleep, and cut the 
throat of the per.son lying fiii'tliest from 
the wall, took up Ins victim and buried 
her in the garden. .When he came hack 
ho found the bed empty. He liud inur* 
tiered Ills own wife instead of tho stranger. 
Tlid wife lay close to tlio wall during 
the evening, but had.aftcnvnnl.s moved to 
the outer -side of the Wd. ’flic girl had 
got out of tho bed after tho murder,- aud 
hastened away ■with lier money.
